Owing  to  the  flood  of  new  varieties,  most  of  them  inferior  to  well  known 
kinds,  we  have  changed  our  policy  and  do  not  offer  new  kinds  until  we  have  tested  them  and 
believe  they  are  worth  distributing. 

ABBREVIATIONS.  The  classes,  H.  T.,  H.  P.,  etc.,  are  too  well  known  to  need  explana¬ 
tion.  N.  R.  S.  means  National  Rose  Society  of  England. 

QUALITY.  Everything  offered  is  field  grown  and  California  grown.  Eastern  nursery¬ 
men  who  have  visited  California  know  that  our  Hybrid  Teas  and  Pernetianas  are  absolutely  un- 
squaled. 

TIME  OF  SHIPMENT.  Our  roses  are  grown  in  Northern  California.  Growth  is  com¬ 
pleted  by  June.  They  are  ripened  slowly  during  summer  and  can  be  dug  and  shipped  begin¬ 
ning  early  November  and  continuing  throughout  the  winter  as  we  have  no  freezing  weather. 
They  will  not  stay  dormant  much  after  February  15th,  and  for  good  results  shipments  should 
be  made  by  that  date  or  else  packed  and  put  in  cold  storage  for  spring  shipment. 

QUANTITIES.  All  prices  are  “flat”  regardless  of  quantity,  but  not  less  than  5  of  a  kind 
will  be  supplied  at  these  prices. 

PACKING.  Charged  for  at  cost  of  material. 

TERMS.  To  buyers  of  known  or  established  credit,  60  days  net  from  date  of  shipment. 
Otherwise  cash  with  order,  or  25%  with  order,  balance  C.  O.  D. 

SHIPMENT.  State  explicitly  whether  you  wish  freight  or  express.  In  either  case  all 
shipments  are  carried  at  buyer’s  risk.  Delay  or  damage  in  transit  is  up  to  transportation  com¬ 
panies.  Express  is  recommended  for  Eastern  shipments.  All  roses  will  be  packed  and  shipped 
from  Clarke  Nursery  Co.,  San  Jose,  Calif. 

WHOLESALE  ONLY.  This  list  is  for  those  who  are  legitimately  in  the  trade  and  for 
no  one  else.  Orders  from  anyone  not  in  the  trade  will  positively  not  be  accepted. 

GRADING.  All  plants  are  graded  by  the  new  standards  adopted  by  the  American,  Pacific 
Coast  and  California  associations.  Medium  grade  is  almost  as  good  as  No.  1.  We  do  not  quote 
No.  2  but  will  supply  it  where  available  at  half  the  price  of  No.  1. 

ROOTS.  The  majority  are  on  Odorata  which  is  in  every  way  the  best  rose  stock  known. 

CLIMBERS  are  grouped  by  themselves  as  a  matter  of  convenience.

PRES.  HERBERT  HOOVER— H.  T.  (Cod- 
dington  1930) 

This  marvelously  colored  new  rose  was 
named  with  the  consent  of  the  President.  It 
is  a  cross  of  Sensation  by  Souvenir  de 
Claudius  Pernet,  and  is  remarkable  for  its 
very  vigorous  growth,  its  healthy  foliage, 
strong,  rigid  stems,  long  pointed  buds,  and 
productiveness.  The  color  is  a  happy  blend 
of  orange  and  pink,  varying  from  vivid  cop¬ 
pery  red  on  the  buds  to  glowing  orange- 
yellow  at  the  base  of  the  petals,  flamed  and 
suffused  with  vivid  rose-pink.  It  is  unusu¬ 
ally  attractive  at  all  stages  of  bloom,  even 
when  several  days  old.  Those  who  have  seen 
it  are  enthusiastic  over  its  growing  qualities 
and  productiveness,  and  predict  a  great  fu¬ 
ture  for  it  as  a  high-class  variety.  Presi¬ 
dent  Herbert  Hoover  was  awarded  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Rose  Society’s  Gold  Medal  at  the  Inter¬ 
national  Flower  Show,  New  York  City,  1929, 
and  the  Society’s  Silver  Medal  at  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  Exhibition  of  the  Massachusetts 
Horticultural  Society,  Boston,  1929.

TALISMAN — H.  T.  (Montgomery  1929) 

Outside  of  petals  old  gold,  inner  face  deep 
rose.  Often  a  blending  of  many  shades  of 
yellow  and  pink.  A  cross  between  Ophelia 
and  Souv.  de  Claudius  Pernet.  Hence  has 
Pernetiana  blood  to  give  it  color,  but  acts 
more  like  a  Hybrid  Tea.  This  American  rose 
has  already  taken  at  least  four  Gold  Medals 
and  no  other  rose  novelty  has  ever  been  so 
well  advertised.  Demand  will  probably 
again  far  exceed  supply  as  it  did  last  year. 

No.  1  @  40c;  Medium  @  32c 

E.  G.  HILL — H.  T.  (E.  G.  Hill  Co.  1929) 

Bud  very  beautiful ;  flower  immense,  very 
lasting,  dazzling  scarlet,  shading  to  a  deeper 
pure  red  as  it  develops,  but  never  showing 
purple,  borne  on  long  stem.  Foliage  abund¬ 
ant,  of  fine  color.  Growth  vigorous,  very 
free  bloomer. 

JOANNA  HILL — H.  T.  (J.  H.  Hill  Co.  1928) 
Butterfly  X  Miss  Amelia  Gude.  Bud  very 
large,  very  long-pointed  (like  Sunburst)  ; 
flower  large,  semi-double,  full,  very  lasting, 
moderately  fragrant,  darker  yellow  than 
Sunburst  (holds  color  well),  borne  singly  on 
long,  strong  stem.  Foliage  sufficient,  large, 
dark  green,  leathery.  Few  thorns.  Growth 
very  vigorous,  upright ;  profuse  bloomer. 

MABEL  LYNAS — Pern.  (McGredy  1927) 

Dark  crimson  with  yellow  base.  Unusual 
color  for  a  Pernetiana.  Flowers  very  large, 
-well  formed,  of  good  texture  and  intensely 
fragrant.  Foliage  glossy  and  beautiful,  not 
subject  to  mildew.  Growth  vigorous  and 
upright.  Gold  Medal  N.  R.  S. 

MARGARET  McGREDY — H.  T.  (McGredy, 
1927) 

Geranium  lake  or  orange  scarlet,  a  most 
striking  color  suggestive  of  Queen  Alexan¬ 
dra.  Flowers  large  and  freely  produced. 
jFoliage  unusually  fine.  Remarkably  vigorous 
grower  and  a  free  and  continuous  bloomer. 
The  first  rose  that  McGredy  considered  good 
enough  to  carry  the  family  name.  Gold 
Medal  N.  R.  S. 


MARION  CRAN— H.  T.  (McGredy  1927) 

Has  a  remarkable  color  combination.  At 
first  deep  yellow  margined  and  flushed  cer¬ 
ise  and  rosy  scarlet.  As  flower  develops  the 
scarlet  becomes  more  conspicuous  but  still 
strongly  tinted  yellow.  Flowers  are  of 
medium  size.  Has  a  fine  habit,  makes  a 
good  bush  and  i»  very  free  flowering.  Cert, 
of  Merit  N.  R.  S. 

PATIENCE— H.  T.  (McGredy  1927) 

Carmine  lake  with  deep  orange  base.  Very 
unusual  colorings.  Petals  are  large  and 
leathery  giving  excellent  keeping  qualities. 
A  free  and  continuous  bloomer.  Foliage  ex¬ 
cellent  and  bush  vigorous.  Gold  Medal  N. 
R.  S.

Beautiful  pure  golden  yellow.  Buds  are 
long-pointed.  We  consider  it  superior  to 
Souv.  de  Claudius  Pernet  as  an  outdoor  rose.

LADY  MARGARET  STEWART— H.  T. 

Yellow  in  spring,  but  summer  and  fall 
blooms  have  outer  petals  of  carmine  with 
deep  golden  yellow  center  making  a  charm¬ 
ing  combination.  Very  vigorous,  fine  stems, 
fragrant,  healthy.  Excellent  in  all  respects.

LADY  SYDNEY  EARDLEY-WILMOT— H.  T. 
Coppery  salmon  shaded  apricot.  Flowers 
long-pointed  and  fragrant.  Remarkable  for 
its  beautiful,  very  long-pointed  buds. 
ODETTE  FOUSSIER — H.  T. 

Rosy  copper  buds,  long-pointed.  Flowers 
very  large,  full  and  cupped,  salmon  pink 
tinted  yellow  on  inside  of  petals ;  come 
singly  on  strong  stems.  Very  fragrant. 
PRINCESS  MARIE  JOSE— H.  T. 

Orange  vermilion  on  yellow  ground.  Buds 
pointed,  flower  large.  Fragrant  and  very 
free  bloomer.  Gold  Medal.

STANDARD  ROSES 

All  our  Standards  have  stems  of  uniform  height,  3%  ft.  (42  inches)  from  ground  to 
lowest  bud.  This  is  of  great  importance  when  they  are  used  for  lining  drives,  walks,  etc. 
Heads  are  pinched  several  times  for  symmetrical  growth. 

No.  1  grade  has  a  well  balanced  head  on  a  suitable  cane.  Medium  grade  is  lighter  in 
head  or  cane.  This  grade  is  by  no  means  junk  but  will  give  satisfaction.  Anything  lighter  is 
not  sent  out  at  all  but  grown  on  for  another  year.
